Take up the dart in the fronts and the seam from 3 to 4, and 
join the front, side forms, and back as the corresponding figures indicate, Set the vest underneath the front 
according to the corresponding figures, and s¢ét on the revers from 1 to 2.. Pleat the skirt of the back by bringing 
the points x on @. Join the collar and band from 16 to 17, and join them to the neck from 12 to 18. Join the 
upper and under parts of the sleeves from 19 to 20 and from 21 to 22; set onthe cuff, which is joined from * to 3, 
and sew them in with 22 meeting 22 of the front.

This little coat is of marine blue cloth, with 
a double sailor collar, the under layer of which 
is of dark blue, and the upper layer of light 
blue cloth. Lengthen Figs. 11 and 13 of the 
pattern given in Figs. 11-18 to the full dimen- 
sions quoted in inches in the outlines of the 
adjoining diagram of the pattern, Cut two 
pieces each from Figs. 11, 12, 14, 15, 17, and 
18, and cut the back and the collar on the 
double fold from -Figs. 18 and 16. Line the 
coat with sateen; interline the collar, cuffs, 
and belt with canvas, and put a canvas inter- 
lining five inches deep in the cloth facing of 
the fronts, Set pockets into the pocket slits 
indicated, the upper in the left front only, and 
the lower in both; join the pocket flaps to the 
upper edge of the lower pocket slits from * 
to *, and finish the upper pocket with a nar- 
row welt set. along the lower edge of the slit. 
Join the back and front as the figures indicate, 
and sét on the collars from 27 to 28 ; the plas- 
tron Fig. 12 is set underneath from 25 to ¢ to 
fill in the_space at the throat, and is fastened with buttons and button-holes. Join the sleeves from 29 to 30, set 
on the cuff, and sew them in with 30 meeting 80 of the back. Stitch the back along the lines at’ the waist, and 
ran in a/drawing-string, which is covered by the belt Fig. 15, sewed at the side seam from X to X.

Decoratep Hamper.~[See Illustrations on page 524.] 


The wimming for this square-cornered bedroom hamper consists of a pointed valence for the sides and a cover 
for the top. The hamper is lined with Turkey red twill, which is gathered on the sides, aud smooth over card- 
board and pr pmog | inter) for the bottom. The upper edge is covered with wadding, and over the wadding 
with a puff of the Turkey red four inches deep. The lid is cushioned quite high on top, and covered with Turkey 
red, with puffs at the four corners ; inside, a strip of the twill is set on plain around the edge, and drawn together 
at the centre under a rosette of the same material. The cover, which is half a yard square, is composed of bands 
of coarse cotton Java canvas four inches wide, which have a narrow gilt border along the selvage. The texture of 


bands are of three colors, white, red, and blue, and are embroidered with coarse cotton in a contrasting color, 
namely, the white bands in red in the pattern given in Fig. 3, the red bands in blue in the pattern Fig. 4, and the 
blue bands in white in the pattern Fig. 5, on page:533,, The Holbein stitches.im the patterns are of gold cord pat 
in as shown in Fig. 2. The cover is lined with Turkey red, edged with thick cotton cord, and finished with tassels 
at the corners. € valance is composed of like bands set together, alternately one fourteen inches leng and ene 
nine inches long; the long band is joined to a short one with eight inches of its length projecting at the bettom, 
the eight inches forming one side of a point, the other side being formed by the end of this band and that of the 
short one together; the long bands are folded at the corners; the upper ends are cut even with the edge.of the 
basket, The valance is lined and trimmed to match the cover.

ki wide, and has two skirt springs, twelve 
e inches from the top of the back of 
h cream-colored accordion-pleating, for which a piece 
three yards and three- 
quarters wide is pleated. 
On this pleating at each 
side of the middle of the 
front a flat panel of the 
gray goods lined with 
foundation is hung; this 
panel is sixteen inches 
wide at the bottom, 
sloped at the back edge, 
reducing the width to 
eleven inches at the top, 
and there fulled in to 
nine inches when set on 
the skirt. The panels 
are so set on that the 
narrow tablier at the 
middle of the front is 
five inches wide at the 
bottom and two’ inches 
and a half wide at the waist. The back of the skirt is covered with 
gray goods, which is a yard and a quarter wide, and is faced ten inches 
deep at the sides with foundation; the top is gathered to two inches 
from the side edges, and it is so set on that its upper corners meet those 
of the side panels; a slit is cut at the middle where the slit of the foun- 
dation skirt is. The pattern of the redingote is given in Figs. 36-45 ; 
join.on the piece turned down on Fig. 40, and lengthen it in the skirt 
to the full dimensions quoted in inches on the diagram of the pattern 
given herewith. Cut two pieces each from Figs. 37-41, 48, and 44, the 
eollar from Fig. 42, and the cuffs from Fig. 45, and provide them all 
with lining; let the lining in Figs, 39 and 40 extend only to the pleats 
at the waist, Line Fig. 41 and the lower part of Fig. 39 with cream 
wool, putting in a foundation interlining. Cut the vest fronts of lining 
from Fig. 36. Take up the first dart in the vest fronts, then baste the 
outside fronts.upon them, and take up the seeond dart in both together. 
Join Figs. 86-40 as the corresponding figures indicate. A piece three- 
quarters of a yard wide and as long as the lining, accordion-pleated, forms the vest. The upper and lower edges 
are finished with a narrow binding, the upper five inches and the lower six inches wide; it is sewed to the 
right front along the line and hooked to the left front. Join the collar, which is faeed with cream. on the front, 
to the neck from 7 to 12, but from x to the corner * do not sew it to the outer front, only to the vest; 
finish the outer front with a narrow facing. Join the uppér and under parts of the sleeves, set the cuff under- 
neath, and sew the sleeves in with 16 meeting 16 of the front. Take up the bip dart in the flaps, and join 
them to the lower edge of the front and first side form from 4 to 11. “Pleat the skirt of the back by bringing the 
points X on @. The vest fronts are hooked together underneath the pleating, and the outer fronts are fastened 
over it at the points + and @.

_The jacket illustrated is of fine old-rose flannel, with bands of white cashmere for trimming, feather-stitched 
with old-rose crewel. In the pattern furnished in Figs. 46-56 join on the piece turned down on Figs. 46 and 49. 
Cut two pieces each from Figs. 46-48, 54, and 55, and cut the back and yoke-shaped lining each on the double fold 
according to Figs. 49 and 50; cut one pocket flap from Fig. 51 and two from Fig. 52 of white cashmere, and the 
collar and cuffs from Figs. 58 and 66; line them, and put in a stiff foundation interliniug. Pleat a box pleat at 
the middle of the back by bringing x on @ at each side of the middle, and stitch a strip on the wrong side along 
the lines at the waist to form a casing for a drawing-string. Baste the back on Fig. 50 as the signs and figures 
indicate, and join the fronts, side forms, and back as the corresponding figures indicate. Set pockets into the 
fronts in the slits indicated, the upper in the left front only; join the flap Fig. 51 to the edge of the upper 
pocket from * to *, and Fig. 52 to the edges of the lower pockets from x to X. Face the front edges, and 
provide them with buttons and button-holes, whieh are concealed by a bafid of white cashmere set‘ down the 
middle of the front. Set on the collar from 25 to 26. Join the upper and under parts of the sleeves; gather the 
lower edge, and join on the cuff as the figures indicate; sew them in with the fulness gathered on the shoulder

The black velvet standing collar te which this black lace jabot is attached has a narrow fold of black Jace in 
the edge. A point is formed on each side of the front by two stiffened black velvet bands, and on the open tri- 
angle thus formed a passementerie ornament is laid. Two pieces three-quarters of a yard long of embroidered lace 
ten inches deep are required for the jabot. Eight inches of the straight edge of each are sloped away to form a 











point at the lower end, and the sloped edges and alse the straight ends at the top are joined; the latter and the 
straight selvage edges are closely gathered for a space of nine inches and tacked as illustrated, . 
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
